MITCHELL FORCED

influence to have affirmed by the su- 
preme court of the United States the 
snentence of nine months’ imprisonment 
imposed upon me, because of a resolu- 
tion adopted by a .miners’ convention;

First Message of New 
Goyernor Warm Affair. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 31.—In his 
first message to the Tennessee general 
assembly, submitted today, Governor 
Hooper censured the Patterson admin- 
istration for the non-enforcement of 
prohibition laws. Governor Patterson 
his immediate predecessor, was himself 
partially responsible for such an abuse, 
declared Governor Hooper, by exercis- 
ing too great an executive ‘clemency. 

Governor Patterson's attitude, ac- 
cording to Governor Hooper, “encour- 
aged the widespread violation of the 
law by dangling the hope—-almost an 
assurance—-of pardon before the eyes 
of the violator. i . 

“He went on record,’ declared Gov- 
ernor Hooper, ‘by saying that he was 
‘not going to extend clemency to any 
Violator of this class- unless there 
should be some extyaordinary reason 
for so doing.’ ”’ 

“It is my intention officially and 
personally,” continued Governor Hoop- 
er, “to join hands with every citizen 
m fighting fot the enforcement of this 
siatute. If thé legislature will clothe 
me with additional power to enforce 
tuis law I will use it. When citizens 
present the evidence of a - violation 
of this statute before an official, and 
that official does not act, it is time 
to impeach.” *- nee 

Many Subjectsa Handled. 

Prohibition was but one of the many: 
subjects which received considerable 
attention in Governor Hooper’s mes- 
sage. Recommendations extending all 
the way from changes in the agricul- 
tural department to amendments in the 
divorce law are outlined by him. 

Other recommendations ‘inclide an 
increase in the appropriations for con- 
federate veterans, good roads, greater 
Size and greater efficiency in the state 
guard, an anti-pasg law, larger appro- 
priations for the public school system, 
and better pay for teachers, compul- 
sory attendance laws in connection 
With the schools, a juvenile reforma- 
tory, wide and general reforms in the 
penal system of the state, and a fair 
parole law, greater economy in con- 
ducting some of the departments of 
the state, a fellow servants law, a con- 
Stitutional amendment providing for 
the initiative and referendum, -legis- 
lation providing for the refunding of 
the state debt, and a thorough bank 
inspection system. 

“The divorce evil,’ declared 
ernor Hooper, “is one of the greatest 
evils in Tennessee on account of the 
lax administration of too liberal 
divorce laws.” e

Plan Is to Extend Road From 
. St. Mary’s South to Jackson- 
ville, and From Kingsland 
North to Fort Valley, Con- 
necting With the Central. 


Waycross, Ga. January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.j)—By unanimous vote of the 
stockholders the headquarters of the 
St. Mary’s and Kingsland, a short line 
of railroad that has been operated be- 
tween St. Marys and Kingsland, with 
Waycross as an ultimate - objective, 
have been changed to Waycross. The 
stockholders have further planned a 
stock increase from "$50,000 to $500,000, 
and according present indications, 
will be running \trains from Atlanta 
to St. Marys and Jacksonville within 
a very few years. 

The resolution adopte@ by the stock- 
holders provides for an amendment to 
the charter of the St. . Marys and 
Kingsland, by which the name of the 
road is to be the “Atlantic, Waycross 
and Northern.’ Waycross {fs desig- 
nated as headquarters tn this resolu- 
tion. An extension from Waycross in 
a northwesterly direction is author- 
ized and Bburveyors are at work on the 
route now. The extension will be 
through the counties of Ware, Coffee, 
Ben Hill and Wilcox to Abbeville. The 
towns that will be connected direct by 
this road are Waycross, Douglas, 
Abbeville, Unadilla and Fort, Valley, 
with Kingsland, St. Marys and Jaek- 
sonville on the southeast link.

In calculating the causes of the present drop in food prices, the modest 


raiser of chickens here in New England, and doubtless in every other section 
of the country, must be taken into account. It is perhaps a fact that never 
before. within a like period, have as many individuals embarked in the poultry | 
business as during the last year or two. The high price of chickens and eggs 
has suggested to them the feasibility of producing these commodities for them- | 
selves and their neighbors, and the result probably is that there are far more 
persons engaged in the industry in the United States than at any previous 
time. The voultry journals are many and prosperous; they are full of tempt- 
ing advertisements of this or that “system” of poultry upbringing, Poultry 
departments appear periodically in many of the daily and weekly papers of the | 
country: and the consequenee of all this publicity is that the cold-storage 
people have had to compete with a new and powerful commercial factor.

was directed *to go ahead and have 
plans perfected for the new  court- 
house, and to arrange for taking down 
the old buildings, to the end that the 
new building shall fitly represent our 
great and progressive county and city, 
and the committee is now at work 
carrying out these instructions; and 
will report from. time to time to the 
board. 
All Views Considered. 

“We note that this matter has been 
discussed in the papers, and views pre- 
sented as to why the courthouse should 
be removed to another location, and 
why it shoulg not. It is only fair to 
the board to say that all of these 
views were first considered by the 
board collectively, and by its individ- 
ual members, with the result that they 
have unanimously decided to go ahead 
and erect the new courthouse on the 
present site, as they believe, in view 
of all the conditions as they now ex- 
ist. that this is the best course to 
pursue for the public. 

“The board appreciates the views 
which have been presented on both 
sides of the question, and the point 
I wish to make is that every possible 
feature was most carefully considered 
before the board reached its conclugion 
to build on the present site. 

“We are of the opinion that the 
large majority of our taxpayers pre- 
fer that the question of changing the 
location should not be agitated, but 
on the contrary, that the new court- 
house should be erected where the old 
one now stands, and the board feels 
that in carrying out this plan it is 
best subserving the public interests. 

As to the New Bufllding. 

“It is proposed that the new build- 
ing shall be ample in all respects for 
the accommodation of all courts and 
all county offices, and shall also be 
constructed to provide for the future 
growth of the county for many years 
to come.
